—Bjornen, Norwegian schooner, arrived at 
Copenhagen after being in collision with an 
unknown English steamer in the Sound near 
Trekoner, and sustaining extensive damage. — 
Benbrack (s), Antwerp for Tybee in ballast, 
was towed into Fayal with loss of screw and 
tail-end of shaft by the Alaska (s), of Cardiff. 
—Scott, Norwegian barqne, whilst entering 
East Bute Dock, Cardiff, struck the quay and 
damaged her port bow.—Whilst the Strath- 
adder (s) was going into Port Glasgow she 
fouled the Corra Linn (s), which sustained 
slight damage to toprails.—Acuba, British 
steamer, has put into Gibraltar with feed pipe 
burst.—Speranza, Norwegian brig, of Farsund, 
Goole for Christiania, with coals, during heavy 
weather lost sails and had damage done to 
hull. Great Carlton, smack, took off crew,

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AMERICAN advices state that the Chinese 
exclusion lawis causing serious difficulty. 
Several hundred Chinamen whohave arrived 
atSan Francisco on steamers are refused a 
landing, despite efforts of the Chinese officials 
tosecure admission for those having return 
certificates. The Chinamen who try to cross 
over from Canada are met on the border. 
Four have thus been stopped at Niagara, and 
others on the border of British Columbia. 
Mung Koon, a Chinese merchant of Montreal 
and a naturalised British subject, has been 
prevented from visiting New York, and he 
wili probably solicit British Government’s 
intervention. 

A DESPATCH from Ottawa, dated September 
26th, says :—Mackensie Bowell, Minister of 
Customs, just returned from British Columbia, 
says it is quite evident that a lucrative busi- 
ness is being donein the manufacture of pre- 
pared opium in Victoria, and smuggling it into 
the United States along the frontier. It is 
imported in acrude state and the duty paid, so 
the Dominion Government is powerless to 
remedy the evil. The importation has 
increased from 6,000Ib. in 1880 to 105,0001b. in 
1887, of which 90 per cent. is smuggled into 
the United States. He thinks the United 
States should send detectives to Victoria to 
work the matter up. 

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY AT SEA.—The man 
Theodore Hansen, 20 years of age, charged 
with the murder on the high seas, on board the 
ship Lucania, of Hugh M’Kinnan, second 
officer, has been before the Central Criminal 
Court in Sydney, when the jury returned a 
verdict of manslaughter, The evidence showed 
that the prisoner had received great provoca- 
tion, and on this account the charge was re- 
duced to manslaughter. As already reported 
in SEAFARING, M’Kinnan, on July 12th, had 
occasion to speak to the man Hansen about 
his steering of the vessel. This the second 
mate followed up by kicking Hansen. After 
being relieved froin the wheel Hansen went 
into the carpenter's room, and procured a 
tomahawk. He afterwards crept up to where 
M’Kinnan was sitting, and dealt him a fearful 
blow with the weapon. M’Kinnan rushed in 
that state to the captain’s cabin, but fell on 
the deck. The poor fellow’s skull was nearly 
cleft in two. Hansen was then secured and 








put in irons, M’Kinnan dying of his injuries.

IN THE DOG WATCH. 


By Aut Hanps. 





The Government clerk whose day’s 
work had finished when he had read the 
Times is perhaps as rare as the wili- 
tary man who on being offered Punch 
to look at while travelling declined it, 
thanking God that he was “no book- 
worm,” or the Bishop who was equally 
grateful that he had never read the 
Bible. Nevertheless, it is popularly 
supposed that Government officials have 
too little work and too much: pay, and 
the supposition is correct so far as certain 
of the higher officials are concerned. 

The outdoor officers of Customs are 
not among those favoured few. Yet it is 
stated that the official hours in the out- 
door department of the Customs at all 
ports on the East Coast of Scotland are 
shortly to be extended from six a.m. to six 
p.m. This will be a convenient arrange- 
ment for many seafaring men, although 
the Customs officers may not like it and 
may contrast such hours with the ten to 
four official day in other departments. 
But if they contrast such hours with the 
periods for which seafaring men have to 
do much harder work they must see that 
they have much to be thankful for after 
all. 

It is such a very good cure for depres- 
sion of spirits to reflect how many people 
are worse off than yourself that it is sur- 
prising nobody has patented the idea in 
this despondent and dyspeptic age. : Even 
the British shellback can thus comfort 
himself. As he growls over repulsive 
beef or pork, he has to admit to himself 
that he is better off than some people 
who have nothing to eat at all, or than 
seamen who have had to devour their 
shipmates. 





That the shipping trade of British 
India is in a progressive state is clear 
from some figures which have just been 
published. It appears from the new 
Indian Statistical Abstract that the ship- 
ping trade of India in the last ten 
years has increased in tonnage by more 
than a quarter, having amounted to 
5,754,379 tons entered and cleared in 
1878, against 7,172,193 tons in 1887. 
But this increase has taken place wholly 
in British and foreign shipping, for 
British Indian and native craft have 
decreased considerably. 





As for the Suez Canal route, the figures 
for the trade through the Canal show a 
marvellousincreasesince 1872. Inthatyear 
the number of vessels entered and cleared 
from and to foreign ports from India by 
the Canal was 420, with an aggregate 
tonnage of 464,198 ; in 1877 the figures 
had increased to 1,040 vessels and 
1,518,690 tons, while in 1887 they were 
1,671 vessels and 2,946,650 tons. It thus 
appears that since 1877 the Indian traffic 
through the Canal has increased fourfold 
in the number of vessels and more than 
sixfold in the amount of tonnage. 





_ Read by the light of these figures, the 
dismal prophecies of the wise men of a 
few years ago, who confidently foretold 
failure for the Canal, help to convince us 
how deficient people often are in fore- 
sight. Assuredly M. Lesseps is justified 
by the event, 


Writing of India reminds us of a 
seamen’s grievance there to which our 
attention has been more than once called. 
The rupee has, as most people know, 
depreciated in value of late years by over 
a third. Yet sailors who have occasion 
to draw money while at Indian ports are 
charged for any rupees they may want 
out of their wages the full price of the 
rupee, just as if it had not depreciated in 
value at all. This is so very unfair that 
for the credit of British shipowners and 
shipmasters it is to be hoped that British 
seafaring men are not always thus over- 
charged. 





It has been asserted, with only too 
much truth, that it is the lot of the 
seaman to he 

‘‘ Fleeced ashore, fleeced at sea, 
Fleeced wherever he may be.” 
That the land sharks will rob a man 
without mercy whenever they have the 
chance is to be expected, “for ’tis their 
nature to.” Seamen are, doubtless, often 
to blame for trusting to the tender 
mercies of such folk. 





In any case seamen may fairly look for 
better treatment from shipmasters and 
owners whom they serve than from the 
parasites who lie in wait ashore to suck 
their blood. Yet foreign money is not 
the only thing that some shipmasters or 
owners, or both, overcharge the seamen 
for. 





Tobacco is instanced by a Leith corre- 
spondent of a Liverpool paper, who, refer- 
ring to statements that tobacco is sold at 
from 1s. 6d. to 2s. 6d. per pound aboard 
ship, says :— 


‘*T have always understood that ships’ stores 
were supplied duty free on foreign voyages as 
a special privilege, but the statute never con- 
templated that tobacco would be sold to the 
crew at 150 per cent. profit. I understand that 
there are about 140,000 seamen in the foreign 
trade, and taking a low estimate of the con- 
sumption of tobacco at 10lb. per man per 
annum, there would be an estimated profit of 
£105,000 on the transaction, supposing there 
is no shrinkage; but if we allow £5,000 for 
that and bad debts, there is still £100,000 to 
credit of retailer and loss to the consumer, the 
selling price being 2s. 6d., and put on board at 
1s. per pound,” 


** An Old Sailor,” for such is the name 
under which the correspondent writes, 
adds that funds for the insurance of sea- 
men’s lives and for providing seamen 
with pensions might be derived from the 
profit on the sailors’ tobacco. The hint 
is worth attention, and so, too, is the 
following :— 


“IT would suggest that British mercantile 
Jack should be secured the like advantages the 
American Government allow their seamen, 
wherein it is expressly stipulated that every 
vessel, under the revised statutes, shal! be pro- 
vided with a slop chest, containing a comple- 
ment of clothing for the intended voyage for 
each seaman employed, including boots or 
shoes, hats or ee. under clothing and outer 
clothing, oiled clothing, and every necessary 
for the wear of seamen, also a full su ply of 
tobacco and blankets, all or any of which to 
be sold to any member of the crew for his own 
use, at a profit not exceeding ten per centum 
of the reasonable wholesale value of the same 
at the port at which the voyage commenced.” 





According to one of our shipping con- 
temporaries, “the Newport Harbour 
Commissioners have, on the motion of the 
Mayor, determined to continue levying a 
voluntary rate of a shilling upon ships 
entering the harbour, towards clearing 
off a debt of £1,000 on the Missions to

Seamen Church and Institute there 
which, with the Home, was built at ‘ 
cost of £4,000. The building had been 
used by at least 18,000 sailors, and a 
petition had been received by the Mayor 
from 37 captains of ships in the docks ask. 
ing that the charge should continue to be 
made.” 





As a “voluntary ” rate is a rate which 
you need only pay if you like, nobody can 
have anything to say against this decision, 
provided that the paragraph above quoted 
be strictly correct. But on that point 
we are doubtful. We have heard of 
voluntary contributions, but not of a 
voluntary rate before, and we fancy we 
have had occasion in a previous number 
of SEAFARING to notice a complaint by 
foreigners of having to pay for a church 
which they could not attend as they did 
not understand the service. 





As it appears that there is a home and 
institute as well as a church supported by 
these means, and the home and institute 
may be very useful even to foreigners who 
cannot understand or appreciate the 
services in the church, the foreigners have 
perhaps not much of a grievance and get 
the value of their money. Nevertheless,the 
levying of a rate upon all vessels for the 
support of a church so conflicts with 
modern ideas on such matters that the 
event can hardly fail to attract 
attention. 





When and where is the rate at which 
ships are being built to end? Over-pro- 
duction produces stagnation, and not a 
few persons think that over-production is 
what is going on in this industry. How- 
ever that may be, it seems that returns 
compiled at all the shipbuilding ports of 
the kingdom, from the Thames to Aber- 
deen, and from Bristol to Belfast, show an 
enormous increase in the work in hand. 
There are, it is said, now 400 vessels, 
nearly all steamships, in course of con- 
struction, and the average size of each is 
1,750 tons, 





A Liverpool paper learns on excellent 
authority that the International Marine 
Conference, originated by that body asa 
means of lessening the dangers of ocean 
navigation, has been convoked by the 
President of the United States, in which 
representatives of all maritime nations 
are expected to participate. The scope of 
the conference has been carefully limited 
to exclude interference with insurance 
and other business matters. The pro- 
posals are to compare and discuss the 
Governmental systems, life-saving signals, 
&e., with a view to greater uniformity 
and improvement, and to recommend 
rules of action for navigation at sea.

EXTINCTION OF THE BRITISH 
SEAMAN. 

A correspondent writes from Brighton to 
us :— 

I am glad to see that in a recent issue of 
SEAFARING you reproduce an article, ‘‘ Sea- 
men Becoming Extinct.” from the Shipping 
Gazette, The question is of national and 
vital importance, and it ought long since 
have attracted attention. The writer of the 
article seems to think that training ships for 
pauper boys will supply the national want of 
sailors. But the main consideration under- 
lying the whole question is— Does the sailor’s 
occupation provide, under present circum- 
stances and conditions, a livelihood for those 
who adopt it? If it does not, the British 
sailor will become as extinct as the Dodo. 
What are existing conditions ? Foreign com- 
petition has brought down wages to  star- 
vation point ; the system of insurance, which, 
while it makes the sending to sea of unsea- 
worthy ships a prefitable business to the 
shipowner, deters men from following 
the sailor’s calling as too hazardous to life ; the 
drink traffic = and encouraged at all 
our ports by the Government ; these are causes 
which are working in tavour of extinction, 
and they must be removed if any other result 
is to be expected. 

I am lad that you are looking after the 
sailor’s interests, and the national interest as 
a necessary consequence. I have become a 
subscriber to your paper, and from what I 
have seen of it I am convinced that you are 
doing successfully a beneficent and patriotic 
work. I more than ever wish you success.

AT Bristol Charles A. Adams, master of the 
British ship Milverton, of Liverpool, now lying 
at the Albion Dock, Bristol, cas been sum- 
moned at the instance of the Board of Trade 
for neglecting to carry the side lights pre- 
scribed by the Board, namely, a green light on 
the starboard side and a red light on the port 
side, so as to decrease the risk of collision at 
sea. There were two summonses, the first 
charging defendant with a particular offence of 
the kind on August 27th, and the second 
named a number of different days on which 
similar offences were alleged against de- 
fendant. Evidence was given, but the court 
was of opinion that the captain did not wil- 
fully neglect to display his lights, and that 
there were special circumstances which caused 
him not to comply with the regulations of the 
Board of Trade, and the summonses, there- 
fore, were dismissed. 


INFORMATION has reached Liverpool of the 
abandonment at sea of the barque Curl Johann, 
bound from Liverpool to Dalhousie, N.B. The 
Carl Johann left the Mersey in ballast on 
August 21st, under the command of Captain 
Gantesen. It oe that on the voyage she 
sprang a leak, and on the 8th ult., after being 
18 days out, it was found expedient to abandon 
her. The barque had then eight feet of water 
in her hold. On the above date the ship 
Tasmanian hove in sight and rescued the 
crew. The ZJasmanian was going to St. John 
from Greenock, and landed the men at the 
former port. It is believed that all of the crew 
of the Carl Johann were saved. The ship- 
wrecked men were 20 days on board the 
rescuing vessel before they were landed at St. 
John. The abandoned vessel was going to 


Dalhousie to load timber for Liverpool at the 
time of the disaster.

XVI. 
VICE-ADMIRAL BENBOW. 


Of all the sea-dogs who have ever 
successfully performed the feat known as 
“ going in at the hawse-holes and coming 
out at the cabin window,” Admiral John 
Benbow is perhaps the best and bravest 
instance. The model and toast of bygone 
forecastles, this “honest rough seaman” 
stands before us as the very personifica- 
tion of the sea-life of 200 years ago. Like 
Sir Cloudesley Shovel, one of his early 
patrons, Benbow was of humble origin. 
The son of a Shrewsbury tanner—not of 
a Cavalier colonel, as the old biographers 
suppose—he early ran away from the 
butcher’s shop where he was apprenticed, 
and in 1678 became master’s mate 
aboard the Rupert man-of-war, which lay 
fitting out for foreign service in Ports- 
mouth Harbour. Inthe Mediterranean, 
whither the ship sailed, young Benbow 
distinguished himself in the actions 
against Algerine corsairs which were 
then of such constant and necessary 
occurrence. His pluck endeared him to 
his commander, Captain, afterwards 
Admiral, Herbert, and through the kind 
offices of the latter he became master of 
the Nonsuch. Under officers of no less 
repute than Shovell and Rooke he won 
golden opinions, and only lapsed from his 
upward path, when once he unwittingly 
allowed himself to “repeat words after 
another” in contempt of a certain Cap- 
tain Booth. For his mutinous libel the 
future believer in court-martials was 
himself court-martialled, and _— sen- 
tenced to the loss of three months’ 
pay, amounting to about £12. In 
consequence of this reverse, probably, 
Benbow left the navy, and engaged in 
the Levant trade. In command of his 
own vessel, the Benbow, he so came into 
sympathy with the interests of English 
merchants and merchant shipping as after- 
wards to become their especial patron and 
favourite. A good story is told of him 
at this period of hiscareer. Cruising one 
day towards a Spanish port he was fired 
at and boarded by a Sallee rover. After 
a long and furious brush, the Arabs were 
beaten out of the ship, leaving 13 
swarthy fellows dead on Benbow’s deck. 
The English captain caused their heads to 
be cut off and thrown into a barrel of 
pork pickle. Landing in Spain, he bade 
his black servant put them all in’a sack, 
and follow him. The Customs officers, of 
course, wanted to know what the sack 
held, but Benbow only growled “salt 
provisions for my own use.” The officers, 
not being satisfied, took him before the 
magistrates. Questioned by the grave 
Dons as to the contents of the sack, 
Benbow at last blurted out, “TJ told you 
they were salt provisions for my own use; 
Cesar, throw them down upon the table, 
and, gentlemen, if you like them they are 
at your service.” 

At the beginning of the century de- 
scendants of Admiral Benbow still had in 
their possession a Moorish skull cap, made 
of finely-plaited cane, mounted in silver, 
and bearing the inscription, “The first 
adventure of Captain John Benbo, and 
gift to Richard Ridley, 1687.” But 
whether the existence of this cap 
prove the truth of the sack-story or no, 
certain it is that for some reason 
Benbow was well received at the 


Spanish Court, and through the in- 
fluence of the Spanish Charles IT. again 
given a command in the English navy. 
Under Admiral Herbert he probably 
helped pilot William ITT. to Torbay in 
1688, the year of that “ Glorious Revolu- 
tion” which political parties have now 
forgotten. And in the year following he 
became third lieutenant aboard the 
Elizabeth man-of-war. From that moment, 
owing to Herbert’s discerning help, his 
rise was rapid and assured. As attendant 
of Chatham Dockyard he became an 
authority on bomb-ships, the then torpedo- 
boats, and was ordinarily signalled out as 
the man who should head blockading 
flotillas against French ports. St. Malo 
and Dunkirk were blockaded under his 
directions, and though but little success 
accrued to the English arms through 
these efforts, great personal bravery and in- 
finite resource were displayed by Benbow. 
He, in fact, made his name during his 
years of Channel service—a name depen- 
dent rather on personal qualities than on 
actual achievement, and was_ raised 
to the flag in the spring of 1696. In a 
letter of January 18th, 1696-7 we find 
Evelyn complaining that having “let his 
house to Captain (sic) Benbow, he had the 
mortification of seeing every day much of 
his former labours and expense there im- 
pairing for want ofa more polite tenant.” 
But that was not the Admiral’s fault as 
he was busy looking out for the celebrated 
Bart in the Channel as well as “ protect- 
ing the English and Dutch trades expected 
home northabout.” He never quite 
caught Bart, but he continued in Channel 
waters till the peace of Ryswick. In 
March, 1697-8 he was appointed 

commander-in-chief of the King’s ships in 
the West Indies, with special orders to 
put anend to piracy. He ranged the 
American coast, on this service,as far 
north as Newfoundland, but did little 
more than scare the pirates, and returned 
to England in 1700. After serving as vice- 
admiral of the blue underSir George Rooke, 
he was again sent out in sole command of 
the West India squadron. 

On August 19th, 1702, after he had for 
some time expected the arrival of a French 
fleet off the Jamaica coast, he and Rear- 
Admiral Whetstone sighted the enemy in 
the neighbourhood of Santa Maria. The 
French squadron consisted of four ships 
of from 60 to 70 guns, besides a trans- 
port, and four small frigates, the whole 
commanded by Du Casse. The English 
had seven vessels of from 50 to 70 guns, 
but they were scattered up and down on 
the calm surface of the sea, and their 
captains were slow to close up. There 
was in fact a strong feeling of disaffection 
abroad against the bluff old sailor who 
was fond of subjecting his oiled and 
curled subordinate oflicers to what he 
called “brisk treatment,” when they 





didn’t quite agree with his peremptory 
counsels. 

Late in the afternoon some shots were 
exchanged with Du Casse, but nightfall 
put an end to the cannonade. Benbow 
in the Breda, and Captain Walton in the 
Ruby (70 and 50 guns respectively), 
dogged the French all night. Next day, 
and for four days following, the Breda, 
the Ruby, and the Falmouth, under 
Captain Vincent, alone kept up the 
chase, and tried to bring on an action. 
They were under the full fury of the 
French fire during all that time, but the 





rest of the English captains utterly 





—. 
failed to support them. On the 23rd 
the Ruby was disabled, and was ordered 
to Port Royal, and early in the 
morning of the 24th Benbow’s right leg 
was shattered by a chain-shot. The brave 
old hero only suffered himself to be kept 
below whilst the clumsy and cruel 
surgery of that day was doing what it 
could for him. Then, with the sweat of 
agony on his brow, he had himself carried 
back to the quarter deck, and continued 
to direct the combat. Captain Kirkby 
of the Defiance hereupon made bold to 
come aboard and suggest a cessation of 
hostilities. The other captains came 
aboard too, and had the singular audacity 
to sign a paper to the effect that it was 
no use continuing to chase the French, 
Tike a Samson among his tormentors, 
old wounded Benbow was_ forced to 
humiliate himself,and was driven to return 
to Jamaica. But once there, he sum- 
moned his failing energies—for he was 
dying of his wounds—for the supreme 
act of punishment. He ordered his last 
court martial. The fine gentlemen who 
had not cared to obey the rugged superior 
they despised, the caitiff captains who 
had taken advantage of a dying man’s 
confusion in order to shirk their plain 
duty, were brought up to trial and 
received sentence from Benbow’s own 
lips. It is a stern and striking story. 
Kirkby and Wade were condemned to be 
shot. They were sent home in the Bristol, 
and all the time flattered themselves that 
their powerful connections would stand 
them in good stead. But though much 
intercession was made for them with 
Queen Anne, the latter was obdurate. 
Warrants for their immediate execution 
were sent to all the ports, and with the 
grim justice of that day they were 
shot the moment they entered Plymouth 
Sound. 

A Captain Constable was cashiered, 
and a Captain Fogg, together with 
Captain Vincent, who had signed the 
protest, were suspended during the 
Queen’s pleasure. Captain Hudson, of 
the Pendennis, died before the trial. 


sroken-hearted and wounded to death, 
John Benbow succumbed on November 
4th, 1702. He has been much _ blamed 
for goading his captains to their crime by 
rough language at one moment and un- 
due lenity at another. People maintain 
that he ought to have at once supersaded 
the mutinous officers, for mutineers of a 


courtly sneering kind they certainly 
were. But they forget that at the 


time the protest was signed aboard 
the Breda Benbow was _ probably in 
agonies of pain, and that throughout 
his life he was at a_ singular 
disadvantage with regard to other naval 


officers. In the times of the later Stuarts 
naval commands were given to any 


courtier or nember of Parliament whom 
the Government desired to favour. We 
have a picture of the courtier in command 
in the person of Smollet’s Captain Whiffle 
—a man who was waited on by a crowd of 
lackeys---and fainted at thesmell of tobacco. 
Men like Benbow and Shovel represented 
the tough popular English efement in the 
navy. They generally rose from the 
humblest beginnings by sheer force of 
knowledge and work, and were propor- 
tionately obnoxious to the scented officers 
about them. Hence it must have been 
one long struggle for them to extract 
prompt obedience from their courtier-like 
subordinates. The true seamen, on the 
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other hand, whether officers or men, 
swore by the self-made commanders, who, 
whatever their faults, were in full sym- 
pathy with them, and “to sail with 
‘Admiral Benbow ” grew to be a phrase 
which even in our own time implied the 
attainment of perfect justice and con-

SEAMEN AND LIFE-SAVING 
APPLIANCES. 





A specially convened meeting of the joint 
committees of the Amalgamated British Sea- 
men’s Protection Society and the Seamen’s Vigi- 
lance Association has been held at the Sailors’ 
Institute, Shadwell, London, E., for the pur- 
pose of finally selecting and electing a suitable 
candidate to represent the London seamen upon 
the Consultative Committee on Life-saving 
Appliances. ; 

Captain W. Bb. Custard, who was in the 
chair, remarked that they had met ina friendly 
spirit to select a qualified person to fill a 
responsible position upon an important com- 
mittee; seven societies had been requested to 
select three suitable persons conjointly among 
themselves as seamen’s representatives. A 
great deal of correspondence had taken place 
from the first, but he regretted to say that 
there seemed no prospect of any immediate 
understanding among the whole. The date 
given for the replies to be sent in was near at 
hand, and they could not afford to delay any 
longer. The London societies had mu- 
tually agreed to recommend one person to 
the Board of Trade, and an amicable under- 
standing existed with Liverpool, which port 
ought to be represented, There were then left 
a society in Hull, and two local and rival 
societies in Sunderland, each of which 
wanted their own nominee elected, and each 
of which proposed methods of choosing the 
three representatives not in accord with the 
other societies interested. Under these cir- 
cumstances they might be left to come to an 
understanding among themselves to send an 
A.B. to represent the North and North-East 
coasts. There would then be a fair division of 
the coast. There were four candidates for 
nomination originally, but two of these having 
retired in favour of Messrs. Lemon and 
Matthews, these two gentlemen were the only 
candidates before the meeting, which then 
proceeded to vote by ballot, with the result 
that Mr. Tom 8. Lemon was unanimously 
elected. 

Mr. Lemon, in thanking the joint com- 
mittees for their vote of confidence and the 
honour conferred upon him, said that should 
he be selected by the President of the Board 
of Trade on the joint recommendations of the 
London societies and that of Liverpool, he 
would do his duty to those who sent him, viz., 
the seamen, to their wives and little ones, and 
to the nation. 

Mr. Wm. P. Lind and others having ad- 
dressed the meeting, a hearty vote of thanks 
to Captain Custard for his energetic labours 
in trying to bring about a friendly arrange- 
ment among all concerned, and for presiding, 
closed the proceedings.

RoyAL NATIONAL LIFEBOAT INSTITUTION. — 
SirEdwardBirkbeck, Bart, M.P.,wasinthechair 
at a meeting of the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution last week, when rewards amount- 
ing to £77 were granted to crews of lifeboats 
belonging to the institution for services 
rendered during the past month. ‘The Winter- 
ton No. 2 lifeboat rescued the crew, con- 
sisting of seven men, of the brig Catherine, 
of Whitby, which was waterlogged and sunk 
during a whole gale from the N.N.W. and a 
very heavy sea; the Peterhead lifeboat 
rendered assistance to the stranded fishing boat 
Aurora,of Pitvullie,during astrong E.N.E. wind 
and misty weather ; the Llanddwyn lifeboat 
rendered assistance to the schooner George, of 
Liverpool, which was in danger during a fresh 
gale from the N. W. and squally weather ; and 
the Llanddulas lifeboat assisted the distressed 
steamship Tolfcen, of Liverpool. During the 
current year the institution has granted re- 
wards for saving 432 lives, in addition to 
rescuing 20 vessels from destruction. . Pay- 
ments amounting to £5,523 were ordered to be 
nade on the 293 lifeboat establishments of the 
institution. New lifeboats have been sent

THE SEAMEN’S UNION. 





The quarterly meeting of the Sunderland 
Branch of the National Amalgamated 
Union of Seamen and Firemen has been 
held. 

Mr. W. Neal presided. The financial state- 
ment showed that the income of the society 
for the past quarter had been £75 9s. 10d , and 
the expenditure £19 14s, 1d., leaving a balance 
in hand of £55 15s. 9d. 

The secretary, Mr. J. H. Wilson, con- 
gratulate] the members on the substantial 
Increase in the income of the society. 
For the previous quarter the receipts were 
only £35. If all the branches progressed as 
that at Sunderland had progressed, they would 
soon have avery strong Union. During the 
quarter over 150 financial members had joined; 
14 members had been expelled for various 
offences, the principal being neglecting to join 
their ships after they had signed  arti- 
cles. The report was adopted. ‘The Secre- 
tary, adverting to the remarks made by 
Captain Armstrong at the reeent annual meet- 
ing of the British Shipmasters’ Association 
with reference to the employment of foreigners 
in our mercantile marine, said that masters 
had no one but themselves to blame for what 
had occurred. There were ship captains who 
went out of their way to engage foreign sea- 
men in preference to their own countrymen. 
Ifthey led shipowners to believe that the 
foreigner was so much superior to his 
British competitor, they must not besurprised 
should the shipowners think that foreign 
officers who hold certilicates were also superior 
to British officers. The remedy was for ship- 
masters to encourage the employment of their 
own countrymen. They would have to co- 
operate with the seamen in order to prevent 
the further influx of foreigners into the country. 
He was glad the fact had been recognised that 
some foreigners shipped under English names. 
Over 18 cases of the kind had occurred in Sun- 
derland during the past two months. Letters 
from abroad showed that these men could not 
speak a word of English, and that many of 
them were not even able to steer, as they had 
been on board ship for only two or three 
months before they were engaged. 

Thanks were presented to Mr. Wilson for 
the able manner in which he had conducted the 
work of the branch.

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RECEIVING SMUGGLED Goops.—At_ the 
Thames Police-court, Reinhald Hubner, a 
coffee-house keeper, has been charged with 
receiving smuggled goods. Arthur Lewellen, 
Detective Department of Customs, and James 
Chittenton, ofticer of Customs, found 15lb. of 
foreign manufactured cigars, some cigarettes, 
and 32lb. of coffee, and 7lb. of tea concealed in 
a bedroom of defendant’s house. The duty 
value of the articles was £15 18s., and the 
treble value £47. Witnesses were called to 
prove that the defendant had come into pos- 
session of the cigarettes, tea, and coffee in a 
legitimate manner. Mr. Lushington convicted 
the defendant in the ease of the cigars, and 
fined him £11 5s. 6d., or one month's imprison- 
ment. 


TERRIBLE DISASTER IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
—From Valparaiso full information has been 
received of the bursting of a water-pond 
S00ft. above the level of the city of San Juan 
de Dios, and the deluging of the streets, caus- 
inga frightful loss of life. The despatch is 
dated Valparaiso, August 15th, and says that 
four days previously the pond burst. The 
water rushed through the city ina wave 12ft. 
high, carrying nearly everything before it. At 
first it was thought that an immense tidal 
wave had come from the sea. The shops were 
flooded and their contents destroyed. The 
people who were in the streets at the time 
were washed up and down, some being drowned 
and others sustaining terrible injuries. Four 
days after the disaster the streets were still 
in an impassable state. The collection of the 
bodies of the drowned and killed was asad 
work. No fewer than 57 bodies were recovered 
upto the time the despatch was sent off, but 
this number, it was thought, would be largely 
increased when matters were put right again. 
The soldiers and sailors were engaged at the 
time of writing in clearingaway the débris. In 
one case a tailor, named Torres, lost his wife 
and four children, whilst the contents of his 
shop were entirely destroyed. The loss of 
property alone was more than a million dollars 
invalue. The pond was an artificial one, and 
belonged to a brewer named Nicholas Mena, 








_INTELLIGENCE has been received at Great 
Yarmouth of the loss of three smacksmen in the 
North Sea. The names of two were Charles 
Pummell, of Gorleston, and H. Hutley, of 
Great Yarmouth. The third man’s name is 
not reported. 

AT Huil, on October 16th, James Fisk, 
fisherman, charged with wilfully damaging the 
trawl warp of the Hull fishing smack Earl of 
Beaconsfield VWelonging to the Hull Smack- 
owners’ Assciation, and doing damage to the 
value of £60 was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment. 

AT Drury Lane Theatre, London, next 
Wednesday, will be opened an exhibition of 
relics of the Spanish Armada, by the Earl of 
Winchelsea and Nottingham, a descendant of 
Sir Christopher Hatton, of Elizabethan fame. 
Most of the relics shown in the recent celebra- 
tion at Plymouth will be included, together 
with curious specimens of Elizabethan arms, 
swords, sticks, and other objects, owned by 
Drake and his contemporary heroes, ‘‘ Drake ” 
tobacco-boxes, and a collection of objects from 
the Armada ships found around our coasts. 
Tae exhibition will only be open to those who 
pay for admission to the expensive portions of 
the house, or are favoured with orders, there- 
fore, few seafaring folk will see them. 

A BRANCH of the National Amalgamated 
Union of Seamen and Firemen has been estab- 
lished at North Shields and 40 members en- 
rolled. At a meeting subsequently held by 
the men i6 was resolved to stand out for the 
same rate of wages as is paid in South 
Shields, viz., £4 per month for seamen and 
£4 5s. for firemen. It is stated that four 
boats have signed crews at South Shields for 
the advanced rate. On Wednesday last the 
following notice was posted near the South 
Shields Shipping Office:—The seamen of 
Shields have resolved that from October 16th 
the wages of the port shall be £4 for seamen 
and £4 5s. for firemen. Sailing ships—South- 
ward, £3; Mediterranean, £3 10s.; Baltic 
and Quebec, £3 15s. per month. Seamen are 
requested to stand out for this money, as 
the seamen of Hartlepool, Middlesbrough, and 
Sunderland have had this rate for two 
months. 

ALLEGED SCUTTLING OF THE GYLFE.—In 
an action brought at the Sheriffs Court at 
Greenock, last Wednesday, against the master 
of the barque, Gylfc, for wages due to a sea- 
man, some startling evidence was given 
regarding the alleged attempt to scuttle the 
vessel. One of the seamen stated that on the 
morning of her abandonment he looked down 
the hatch and saw the second mate and the 
boatswain cutting away the lashings on the 
port bow with an axe. After they left the 
vessel it was found that the second mate 
remained on board. When the captain said he 
would return to the vessel, the men refused, 
stating that they knew what was done to the 
vessel and who had done it. The whole of the 
crew were satisfied that the master meant to 
lose the ship, but {they did not interfere 
because the officers were armed. The 
crew did not return because they feared 
violence. Another seaman stated that 
on Monday, August 20th, he heard the 
first mate say that the old trap, meaning 
the Gylfe, would be better at the bottom of 
the sea than afloat. Heand the other mem- 
bers of the crew did not return to the ship 
when asked because they believed they would 
not be safe on board. He was afraid because 
the officers were armed, and because they 
might fire the ship and send her to the bottom 
with all hands. He saw the auger hole in the 
bow, and it was about 14 inch in circumfer- 
ence. He saw the boatswain and the second 
mate tampering with tue bow ports and try- 
ing to knock them out. The Sheriff, after 
hearing the evidenceat length, said he thought 
that the contract between the captain andthe 
plaintiff was not broken through the fault of 
the former, and he would therefore give judg- 
ment only for the sum which had been offered 
—namely, £1 lis. 1d. No expenses were 
allowed on either side.

FIFTEEN Norwegian steamers have been 
chartered for the Cuban fruit-carrying trade 
between Philadelphia and New York for 12 
months. 

THERE is to be a new sea wall and a marine 
esplanade at West Hove, in connection with 
which a commodious bathing establishment 
will be provided. 

THE Cumeria, which sailed from the Tyne 
for Valparaiso for orders on April 20th, and 
was spoken on June 12th in lat. 30 8., long. 
50 W., is overdue, 

A BREAK has occurred in the Cornwall 
Canal, obstructing the transportation of grain 
along the St. Lawrence River. It will take 
three weeks to repair. 

THE steamer Vesper has sailed from 
Dundee for Narva with 2,589 bales of jute, 
22 tonsof bleaching powder, and 34 tons of 
jute spinning machinery. 

THE following, enclosed in a glass bottle, has 
been picked up ir the river Tyne:—‘‘ Hector 
lost with all hands near the Farne Islands.—

A WELL-KNOWN Tyne shipbuilding’ firm 
have contracted for the building of a large 
steamer to trade between Genoa and the River 
Plate, in the emigrant service. 

PREPARATIONS are being made at Sheerness 
for strengthening the armament on the Centre 
Bastion, which commands the entrances to the 
Rivers Thames and Medway. 

About 50 riveters employed at Dundee, in 
repairing the vessel, Superb, of Liverpool, 
have struck work, asking that their wages 
should be increased to 8}d. per hour. 

LADY CAMPBELL, of Blythswood, will 
christen the new Inman liner City of Paris, 
sister ship to the City of New York, on Tues- 
day, October 23rd. 

THE late crisis in the fish-curing trade on 
the North East Coast of Scotland has absorbed 
the present reserves of one of the Scottish 
banks, but its capital remains entire. 

THE administration of the Messageries 
Maritimes has commenced the construction of 
a steamer to be named the Manjacka, to be 
employed on the coast of Madagascar. 

THE Old Manx Company’s steamer King 
Orry is stated to have made 20 knots an hour 
during her trial trip after the extensive 
alterations she has undergone at Barrow, 
costing £20,000. 

At Swansea Captain Campbell, of the 
Beatrice (s), from jer to Swansza, has 


been charged with smuggling 7lb, of Cavendish 
tobacco, and fined double duty and costs, 
amounting to £4 9s. 4d. 

A cRAFT described as ‘‘ a prehistoric canoe ” 





has been discovered in the tidal river Hamble, 
near Botley, Hants. She is 12 feet long by 23 
feet wide, beautifully carved, and in a fairly 
good state of preservation. 

THE steamer Kenmore, Dundee from Cron- 
stadt, had a stormy passage, and had, owing 
to the heavy westerly gale, to take shelter 
under the Seaw, where there were 50 other 
steamers and three ironclads stormstaved. 

THE Star line steamer Vesta, of Liverpool, 
bound to Dundee with 16,100 bales of jute from 
Caleutta, brings 2,145 ballots of coir yarn froin 
Colombo, being the first direct importation of 
this description at Dundee. 

A CHANNEL race between the Frances and 
Tolanthe, two Cardiff pilot boats, for £100 
a-side, has taken place on a coursefrom Pen- 
arch Head to the buoy off Ilfracombe, and 
back, the Jolanthe winning. 

At Newport County-court the judge has 
decided that colliers’ holidays are not to be 
excluded in counting loading hours, as provi- 
sion might be made in the charity-party for a 
well-known custom in the district. 

THE new steamer Ethel, recently launched 
by the Grangemouth Dockyard Company from 
their shipbuilding yard there, has been down 
the Firth of Forth on her official trial trip, on 
which she showed a speed of 10? knots per hour. 

THE Princess Alexandra, from Iceland at 
Leith, reports that four of the crew of the 
steamer, Lady Bertha, of Newcastle, which 
was reported as disabled in Bordeyri Fjord, in 
the North of Iceland, were drowned there. 

THE slipway and building shed at Ports 
mouth dockyard, from which the Melpomene 
was lately launched, has now been appropri- 
ated for the building of a new type of third- 
class protected cruiser to be called the 
Barham. 

CONSEQUENT upon the increased importance 
of the port of Cardiff with regard to the exten- 
sion of recent privileges, as recently men- 
tioned, the Commissioner of her Majesty’s 
Customs have raised the surveyorship to one 
of the second class. 

THE Secretary to the Post-office urges that 
letters addressed to passengers aboard out- 
going steamers should be registered, as regis- 
tered letters are placed in a special bag for 
the commander, and have thus the advantage 
over ordinary correspondence. 

Our Belfast correspondent writes :—‘‘ Ship- 
ping is looking up here. Several large ships 
with wheat from California are on their way 
here and others are coming via Falmouth and 
Queenstown, and a number of timber ships are 
also to come.” 

ADVICES from St. Helena, dated 16th ulft., 
says:—The American whaling barque A. Ll’. 
Tucker, Captain Childs (the first this season), 
anchored on Sunday last, cruising on the west 
coast of Africa. The catch since leaving this 
port in April last is 325 barrels of sperm oil. 

At the Hove (West Brighton) Police-court, 
on Wednesday, Dr. Robert Miller, formerly a 
medical officer in the army, and Radical 
Unionist candidate for Dewsbury, has been 
committed for trial, on bail, on a charge of 
libelling Harry Francis Montson, boatman. 

OWING to it being the end of the emigration 
season, the Liverpool landing-stage has this 
week been unusually crowded, four 
steamers, the Celtic, the City of Rome, the 
City of Berlin, and the Lord Gough each 
taking a large number of passengers to the 
States. 

SEARCH is being instituted near Destruction 
Island for the wreck of the American barque, 
Emil Farnham, that was lost 15 years ago. 
The vessel was laden with railroad iron from 
Philadelphia for the Northern Pacific Railway, 
and the valuation of the cargo is estimated at 
60,000dol. 

Ir is reported that the Inman steamer City 
of Chester, from New York, at Queenstown, 
in lat. 51 13 N., lon. 23.1 W., passed 
on October 13th the steamer City of New 
York steaming at thé rate of about 24 miles 
an hour, which she had maintained since 
leaving Queenstown. 

TWELVE British shipwrecks and 31 foreign 
were reported last week. Lives reported lost 
numbered 90. Two vessels were reported with 
all hands. Three foreign vessels and one 
British vessel sank by collision, the number 
of collision cases being 32, of which 17 took 
place off the British Isles. 

On Monday morning Henrick Drinkenberg, 
aged 19, a seaman employed on the German 
steamer Lize, lying in the Harrington Dock, 
Liverpool, while removing the hatchway fell 
down the hold and fractured his skull. He 
was conveyed to the Southern Hospital, when 
he was found to be dead, 
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S1x thousand pounds of powder were set off 
ata single blast at San Francisco, causing @ 
trembling of the earth for miles around akin to 
that produced by an earthquake. The charge 
was fired in a quarry on Telegraph Hill, and 
dislodged, it is estimated, from 30,000 to 
50,000 tons of rock. 

THE coal shipments of Sunderland last week 
were again small, the quantity exported being 
64,868 tons, as against 71,181 tons in the “08 
vious week, and 66,065 in the correspon¢ ing 
period of last year. The slackness in the coa 
trade was more than made up by an improve- 
ment in the number of cargoes imported. 

Tue Hudson Bay Company’s 2 | Titania 
has left Victoria, Vancouver’s Island, to-day 
for London, with 33,782 cases of salmon and a 
quantity of furs, total value, over 250,000dol. 
It is claimed that the Zitania is the fastest 
sailing vessel afloat, and an effort will be 
made to complete the voyage within 100 days. 

Ir is announced from British Columbia that 
the total catch of the sealing fleet this season 
is 19,038 skins, a deficiency from last year of 
14,762 skins. This is due to the fact of rough 
weather on the coast and the unsettled feeling 
regarding the Behring Sea. In value theeatch 
this year is less than last by nearly 75,000dol. 

THE English tourist and health-seeker is 
now commencing to flock to the Canary 
Islands to spend the winter in that salubrions 
climate. essrs. Elder, Dempster, and Co.’s 
steamer Teneriffe, which sailed from_ the 
Mersey on Saturday last, had every available 
state-room and berth taken up by passengers. 

WORKINGMEN are now busily engaged in 
breaking up the Great Eastern, which is lying 
on the Mersey shore near the New Ferry Pier. 
A large quantity of the internal fittings have 
been removed from the monster vessel, and 
sold. The hull of the vessel as yet remains 
intact. During the present week very few 
visitors have left the stage to see the vessel. 

Tue Fairfield Company has arranged to 
build for the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Company a paddle-steamer somewhat similar 
to the Empress and Victoria, built two or 
three years ago for the same company, but the 
new vessel will be larger and speedier. She is 
to be ready in time for the extra traffic con- 
sequent on the Paris Exhibition next sum- 
mer.

At Dumbarton, judgment has been given 
in the action for salvage at the instance of 
three Greenock riveters named MacDougall, 
against Mr. Lindsay Burnett, of the firm of 
Lindsay Burnett and Co., Moore Park Boiler 
Works, Govan. The sum claimed in the pro- 
cess was £75. The sheriff has set the value of 
the yacht at £100, and has given judgment 
for £3 and expenses, modified to £3 3s. 

CAPTAIN DAvIs, of the Liverpool ship, Lord 
Cairns, at Queenstown from gon Francisco, 
reports that during a gale of wind, on July 
22nd, in lat. 37 34S, lon. 115 3 W, tremendous 
seas broke over the ship and washed two able 
seamen, named respectively A. Knedal and 
Harold Nielsen, overboard, and although every 
effort was made by Captain Davis to save 
the unfortunate sailors, they were drowned. 

SoME interesting naval and _ military 
manceuvres have taken place at Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. H.M. cruisers, Canada, Comus, 
and Pylades, and the gun vessel Ready made 
an attack upon the harbour, which was 
defended by regulars and militia. The 
assailants succeeded in effecting a landing, and 
captured M’Nab’s Island, in the centre of the 
harbour. 

DURING the first eight months of the present 
year there were added to the British registers 
of shipping 309,808 “effective” tons, after 
meeting all losses—that is to say, that the 
steam tonnage is multiplied by three, to bring, 
ot to a general calculation, to the same 
working level as sailing vessels. At this rate 
there will be a very heavy addition to the 
tonnage before the close of the year. 

THE list of maritime losses and casualties 
reported at Lloyd’s for the week ended 
October 10th at midnight was 33 sailing 
vessels and 12 steamers, as compared with 34 
vessels and eight steamers for the correspond- 
ing week in 1887. The casualties for the year 
to date are given at 915 sailing vessels and 440 


steamers, as against 959 and 432 at the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Last Monday the screw-steamer Intrepid, 
Captain Hodge, of Sunderland, arrived in the 
Tyne from Antwerp, and reported that during 
the homeward voyage Charles Parsons, the 
steward, suddenly rushed on deck and sprang 
over the ship’s side into the sea. On the act 
being observed the steamer was stopped and 
lifebuoys thrown to him, Lut he refused to lay 
hold of them, and sank and was drowned. 

DURING the past week the seine pilchard 
fishery in West Cornwall was active, several 
seines being shot at Cadgwith, St. Mawes, 
Mullion, and Sennen. The weather remained 
fine, and considerable quantities were landed 
and placed in pickle for the Italian market. 
The drift pilchard fishery was quiet, but some 
of the boats had very fair catches of mackerel, 
which made from 17s. 6d. per six score down- 
wards. 

Ir is stated by the Northern Echo that an 
important negotiation has just taken place in 
Liverpool between the Marquis de Campo, of 
Madrid, and Mr. Christopher Furness, of West 
Hartlepool, for the purchase of the entire fleet 
of the Spanish nobleman, consisting of some 
six large passenger and cargo steamers. Several 
of the steamers are now in Liverpool, and their 
registers are now being transferred from Spain 
to West Hartlepool. 


A TREMENDOUS explosion was heard in 
Calais last Tuesday night, the petroleum 
steamer Ville de Calais having blown up in 
wet dock. The vessel was cut intwo. The 
fore part sank, but the after half is still afloat. 
Four of the crew were killed, their heads, legs, 
and arms being scattered in all directions. 
Several men were injured, and the windows 
of many houses were blown out. Great con- 
sternation prevailed. 


A REPORT from San Francisco says :—The 
fine British four-masted ship Marion Light- 
body, lying at Pacific-street, evidently escaped 
very narrowly from fire atsea. After 100 tons 
had been discharged from the forehold the coal 
had got so hot that the stevedores could not 
handle it. Had the Marion Lightbody been at 
sea a week or two longer she would certainly 
have broken out in her hold. 


ON Saturday morning a number of gentle- 
men connected with the National Lifeboat 
Society left the Liverpool landing-stage in the 
steamtug Toiler for the purpose of witnessing 
some experiments made by the New Brighton 
lifeboat off the bar of the Mersey. The experi- 
ments through which the boat was put during 
a strong gale and a very heavy sea were, it is 
said, considered very satisfactory. The life- 
boat is now placed on the New Brighton 
station, 


THE British ship Main, Captain Richards, 
64 days out from Calcutta, arrived last month 
at St. Helena, bound to Demerara, with 643 
coolies on board, under the medical charge of 
Dr. Cecil. Seven deaths from various diseases 
and four births took place during the voyage. 
The ship was kept in quarantine on account 
of measles having existed on board to within 
15 days of her arrival. She sailed for her 
destination the same evening after receiving 
the customary coolie stores. 


CONSEQUENT upon the more extensive use of 
hydraulic power in connection with the load- 
ing and unloading of the London and North- 
Western Railway Company’s fleet of steamers 
at Holyhead, a large nnmber of men who are 
employed upon the wharves have received 
notice that their services are to be dispensed 
with. It isalso reported that great reductions 
are contemplated in the crews of the steamers 
employed in the Irish service, most of which 
are now screw boats. 

THE state of business in the Sunderland 
shipbuilding establishments continues to show 
steady improvement, and some firms are dis- 
inclined to enter into further contracts until 
some of the more pressing orders now in hand 
are worked off. The pressure of work in the 
marine engineering establishments continues 
rather to increase than otherwise, and in those 
departments where night work is not usually 
resorted to the operatives are required to work 
over nightly. 

DvRING a violent hurricane on the Mississippi 
River in August, about 100 barges loaded with 
coal, that had been floated down from Pitts- 
burg, Pa., were sunk in deep water near New Or- 
leans, La., representing a lossof about 1,500,000 
bushels of coal.

ON Saturday morning John Finlay, aged 48, 
of the steamship Romulus, of Sunderland, dieu 
in the Seamen’s Hospital, Greenwich. The 
ship left Riga on October Ist, and when in the 
North Sea on the night of the 4th,the deceased 
took charge of the wheel. <A heavy sea was 
running, and the steering - gear gave way, 
crushing deceased, whose leg was also broken.

Av the Ilfracombe Petty Sessions, on 
October 15th, Charles Davie, captain of the 
steamship Waverley, of the port of Glasgow, 
was summoned for carrying more passengers 
on September 19th than the boat was certifi- 
cated to carry.
